US starts taking 
applications for 
deferred deportations 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
immigration authorities said 
yesterday they have begun 
taking applications for de¬ 
ferred deportations from 
young undocumented immi¬ 
grants, an initiative that could 
benefit up to 1.7 million peo¬ 
ple. 

A directive issued two 
months ago by President 
Barack Obama allows undoc¬ 
umented immigrants to stay 
in the United States if they 
were under the age of 16 
when they arrived in the 
country. 


To be eligible, applicants 
also must be under 31 today, 
in school or have served in 
the US military, and have no 
criminal record. 

’’Childhood arrivals who 
meet the guidelines and 
whose cases are deferred will 
now be able to live without 
fear of removal, and be able 
to more fully contribute their 
talents to our great nation,” 
said Alejandro Mayorkas, 
head of US Citizenship and 
Immigration Services.

The primary objective of 
the investigation was to get 
an idea as to the amount of 
drugs and alcohol being used 
under the youth and by the 
risk groups of youth. With the 
results of the research, the 
Minister of Public Health can 
stipulate a basis for formulat¬ 
ing a vision with respect to 
the prevention, attention and 
treatment of drug use on 
Aruba. 

The research revealed that 
proper education and ade¬ 
quate guidance at school and 
in the home will help to com¬ 
bat this problem. It is impor¬ 
tant to be very firm and to 
create sufficient knowledge 
regarding the use of drugs for 
young people.

ORANJESTAD - The go¬ 
vernment made several impor¬ 
tant announcements yesterday 
related to the new school year. 
According to the government, 
they are cognizant of the extra 
financial burden that some 
families have to send children 
back to school for a new aca¬ 
demic year. They claim that 
the burden is greatest for those 
families depending on social 
welfare payments, or those 
with very limited incomes. 



Hence the reasons for the 
announcement during a recent 
press conference. They an¬ 
nounced a number of social 
benefits they will be making 
available. One of these bene¬ 
fits will be a subsidy for school 
fees and for school materials. 


This assistance 
will be in addi¬ 
tion to the in¬ 
crease in the 
social welfare 
introduced pre¬ 
viously, also in 
addition to the 
school stipend 
per child that 
was introduced 
back in 2010 
and doubled in 
2011. 

The Depart¬ 
ment of Social Affairs has a 
special fund for families on 
welfare. These families will 
now receive an additional 
Afls.120 for each child specif¬ 
ically to help cover the ex¬ 
penses of school material such 
as agendas, bags, etc. The 
maximum will be Afls.500 per 
family. In addition to this 
amount the parent will also re¬ 
ceive Afls.120 exclusively to 
pay the school fees. In the 
event a family has, for exam¬ 
ple, six children attending 
school, they will be eligible to 
receive Afls.720 total. 

The sum of Afls.120 for 
paying for clothing, agenda 
and other school articles, will 
be paid to the parent. The pa¬ 
rent will receive this amount in 
cash so they can decide where 
and what clothes to purchase 


for the child. The Afls.120 for 
paying school fees will be sent 
directly to the school upon 
proof that the child is to be at¬ 
tending said school. 

For information on how the 
system will work, the parent 
should contact the Department 
of Social Affairs where they 
will explain the process in de¬ 
tail. 

To become eligible for this 
assistance, it is important to go 
personally to the Department 
of Social Affairs in the Caya 
Harms (former Lagoenweg), 
or at the auxiliary office in San 
Nicolas or in Tanki Flip. It is 
also possible to go to the De¬ 
partment of Education. Each of 
these government departments 
will have a separate area de¬ 
signated specifically to address 
this special assistance.

Seven banks subpoenaed in US Libor probe 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Seven 
banks have been subpoenaed 
in the United States in the in¬ 
vestigation into rigging the 
Libor benchmark interest 
rate, a source close to the 
case told AFP yesterday. 

New York authorities sub¬ 
poenaed UBS, Deutsche 
Bank, Royal Bank of Scot¬ 
land, JP Morgan, Citigroup, 
HSBC and Barclays Bank in 
their probe into fixing the key 
London-centered interest 
rate, used as a reference by 
banks, businesses and private 
borrowers worldwide, they 


said. 

The subpoenas were sent 
between May and July, ac¬ 
cording to the source. 

The authorities have re¬ 
quested documents but have 
not interviewed any bank of¬ 
ficials in the case. 

New York, Connecticut 
and other states are looking 
whether they or any of their 
citizens incurred losses due to 
the attempted manipulation 
of Libor and Euribor inter¬ 
bank rates between 2005 and 
2009. 

The Libor scandal erupted 


in June when Barclays bank 
was fined 290 million pounds 
($452 million) by British and 
US regulators trying to artifi¬ 
cially skew the rate during 
the stress of the financial cri¬ 
sis. 

Barclays was the first 
bank to be fined as part of a 
global probe into suspected 
manipulation of the twin in¬ 
terest rates that are crucial to 
the operation of short-term 
financing and global mar¬ 
kets. 

In July US Federal Re¬ 
serve Chairman Ben Ber- 


nanke said that the revela¬ 
tions about how banks had 
skewed the Libor rate were 
"very troubling” and under¬ 
mined confidence in the fi¬ 
nancial system. 

"Libor is a critical bench¬ 
mark to many financial con¬ 
tracts,” Bernanke told a panel 
in Congress. 

"The actions of traders and 
banks that have been dis¬ 
closed are not only very trou¬ 
bling in themselves, but they 
have the effect of undermin¬ 
ing markets.”

Judge orders courtroom 
surveillance for 
'disruptive' Mladic 


Republicans accuse the Obama 
administration of political pan¬ 
dering by ordering the measure 
at a time when both the presi¬ 
dent and his Republican rival 
Mitt Romney are vying for key 
Hispanic votes in November's 
presidential campaign. 

Most of the estimated 11.5 
million undocumented immi¬ 
grants in the United States are 
from Latin America. 

The administration defends 
the measure as "humane" and 
says it is focusing enforcement 
of US immigration law on peo¬ 
ple with criminal records. 

It announced the deferred 


deportation plan after reforms 
of US immigration laws failed 
to pass the US Congress. 

The US government esti¬ 
mates that more than 800,000 
people could submit applica¬ 
tions for deferred deportation 
beginning Wednesday, but ex¬ 
perts say the total number of 
eligible applicants could wind 
up being as high as 1.7 million. 

Of those, one million could 
be eligible immediately and 
the rest when they reach the 
minimum age of 15, according 
to some studies. 

Under the administration's

US lawmakers make new 
Walmart allegations 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Former 
Bosnian Serb army chief 
Ratko Mladic is to be kept 
under full-time video surveil¬ 
lance when he steps into the 
Yugoslav war crimes tribunal's 
courtroom, a UN judge ruled 
yesterday. 

Mladic, who faces geno¬ 
cide, war crimes and crimes 
against humanity charges, had 
"improper communications" 
with the public gallery, a wit¬ 
ness and "exhibited other dis¬ 
ruptive behaviour," Judge 
Alphonse Orie said in a court 
document. 

"For the foregoing reasons, 
the chamber confirms its au¬ 
thorisation to the registry to 
preserve recordings of one of 
the cameras directed at the ac¬ 
cused during court sessions," 
the judge said. 

The chamber ordered "that 
these recordings should com¬ 
mence when the accused en¬ 
ters the courtroom and stops 
when he exits," the Interna¬ 
tional Criminal Tribunal for 
the former Yugoslavia judge 
added. 

Now 70, Mladic went on 
trial on May 16 in The Hague 
for his role in Bosnia's bloody 
1992-95 conflict in which 
claimed some 100,000 lives 
and 2.2 million others left 
homeless. 

He has had several run-ins 
with Judge Orie over his be¬ 
haviour. 

A day after his first appear¬ 
ance on June 3 last year, 
Mladic was ordered to be re¬ 
moved from the courtroom 
after constantly interrupting 
the judge, who also warned 
him not to communicate with 
the public gallery. 

On the opening day of the 
trial, a widow of the Sre¬ 


brenica massacre alleged 
Mladic made a "throat-slitting" 
gesture at her. 

The man dubbed "the 
Butcher of Bosnia" is accused 
of having masterminded a 
criminal plan to rid multi-eth¬ 
nic Bosnia of Croats and Mus¬ 
lims. 

In particular, he faces 
charges relating to the July 
1995 Srebrenica massacre, 
during which Bosnian Serb 
troops slaughtered nearly 
8,000 Muslim men and boys - 
- the worst atrocity on Euro¬ 
pean soil since World War II. 

He denies all the charges, 
but could face life in prison if 
convicted. 

On the run for 16 years, 
Mladic was arrested on May 
26, 2011 at a relative's home in 
northeastern Serbia before 
being transferred to The 
Hague.

"We have obtained internal 
company documents, inclu¬ 
ding internal audit reports, 
from other sources suggesting 
that Walmart may have had 
compliance issues relating not 
only to bribery, but also to 
'questionable financial beha¬ 
vior' including tax evasion and

money laundering in Mexico," 
said the letter, dated Tuesday. 

Cummings and Waxman 
gave Walmart until August 28 
to answer their call for docu¬ 
ments and briefings. 

"Although you have stated 
on multiple occasions that you 
intend to cooperate with our 
investigation, you have failed 
to provide the documents we 
requested, and you continue to 
deny us access to key wit¬ 
nesses," they wrote. 

Walmart's head office had 
no immediate comment on the 
letter. 

But its Mexico subsidiary 
Walmex said in a brief state¬ 
ment that it had no knowledge 
of any investigation by Mexi¬ 
can authorities into tax evasion 
and money laundering allega¬ 
tions. 

The US congressional in¬ 
vestigation is running in paral¬ 
lel to inquiries from the US 
Justice Department, the Securi¬ 
ties and Exchange Commission 
and the Mexican government.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US Treasury Department yes¬ 
terday hit two Guatemalans 
and 24 businesses with sanc¬ 
tions for their links to drug

Rossell, including her daugh¬ 
ter. 

Twenty-one year old 
Christina Castellanos Chacon 
and 47-year old Maria Saenz 
Lehnhoff are accused of help¬ 
ing launder drug money and 
will now have any US assets 
frozen. 

A hotel, a construction 
company and a clothing store 
were among the entities also 
sanctioned.

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UN: Assad's forces committed crimes 
against humanity 



GENEVA (AFP) - Syrian go¬ 
vernment forces and their mili¬ 
tia allies committed crimes 
against humanity, but rebels 
have also carried out war 
crimes, although on a lesser 
scale, UN investigators said 
yesterday. 

In their latest report, inves¬ 
tigators also blamed President 
Bashar al-Assad's troops and 
shabiha allies for the massacre 
in central Syria's Houla in May 
when 108 civilians, including 
49 children, were killed. 

A list of individuals and 
units believed to have perpetu¬ 
ated the atrocities will be sub¬ 
mitted to the UN High 
Commissioner for Human 
Rights, they added. 

"The commission found 
reasonable grounds to believe 
that government forces and the 
shabiha had committed the 
crimes against humanity of 
murder and of torture, war 
crimes and gross violations of 
international human rights law 
and international humanitarian 
law," the report said. 

These "violations were 
committed pursuant to state 
policy," added investigators. 

"Large-scale operations in 
different govenorates, their 
similar modus operandi, their 
complexity and integrated mil¬ 
itary-security apparatus indi¬ 
cate the involvement at the 


highest levels of the armed and 
security forces and the govern¬ 
ment," they said. 

Shabiha militia loyal to the 
Assad's regime also "acted in 
concert with government for¬ 
ces" and were responsible for 
"many of the crimes" detailed 
in the 102-page report cover¬ 
ing mid-February to July 2012. 

A particular incident sin¬ 
gled out was the Houla mas¬ 
sacre, in which "the com¬ 
mission concluded that the 
government was responsible 
for the deaths of civilians as a 
result of shelling the Houla 
area and, particularly, Taldou 
village." 

Rebel fighters were how¬ 
ever not spared in the probe, 
which found that they were 
guilty of war crimes, including 
murder, extrajudicial execution 
and torture. 

Nevertheless, "the viola¬ 
tions and abuses committed by 
anti-government armed groups 
did not reach the gravity, fre¬ 
quency and scale of those 
committed by government 
forces and the shabiha," inves¬ 
tigators said in the report, 
which is to be presented to the 
UN Human Rights Council on 
September 17. 

Overall there has been a 
significant deterioration of 
human rights in Syria since the 
commission's last update to the

Reports: Angry Bolivian 
villagers burn Brazilians 
alive 


LA PAZ (AFP) - A mob of 
angry Bolivian villagers 
burned two suspected Brazi¬ 
lian drug traffickers alive 
Tuesday in revenge for the al¬ 
leged murder of three Boli¬ 
vians the previous night, police 
told local media. 

Some 300 locals stormed a 
police station in San Mafias, a 
small town near the border 
with Brazil, seized Rafael Max 
Dias and Jefferson Castro 
Lima, doused them in petrol 
and set them alight, according 
to television station Uno. 

"It was impossible to con¬ 


trol the crowd. There were 
only seven of us," police offi¬ 
cer Grover Ramos told local 
newspaper El Deber de Santa 
Cruz. 

The Brazilians were ar¬ 
rested on Tuesday after the 
murders of 3 3-year-old 
Paulino Paraba Ramos, 27- 
year-old Banderley Costas 
Paraba and 26-year-old Edgar 
Suarez Rojas, in a shooting 
thought to be related to drug 
trafficking. 

Two others, not identified 
by the police, were injured in 
the shootings.

Tobacco firms 
lose Australia 
plain packet 
case 

(AFP) - Global tobacco firms 
lost a ’’watershed” court chal¬ 
lenge to Australia's plain pack¬ 
aging laws for cigarettes on 
Wednesday in a closely- 
watched case health advocates 
said would have a worldwide 
impact. 

The High Court of Aus¬ 
tralia mled the measures, stip¬ 
ulating that tobacco products 
should be sold in drab, uni¬ 
form packaging with graphic 
health warnings from Decem¬ 
ber 1 this year, did not breach 
the country's constitution. 

Four companies led by 
British American Tobacco 
(BAT) had challenged the law, 
claiming it infringed their in¬ 
tellectual property rights by 
banning brands and trade¬ 
marks from packets, and was 
unconstitutional. 

But the court rejected the 
argument by BAT, Japan To¬ 
bacco International, Imperial 
Tobacco and Philip Morris 
that the law represented "an 
acquisition of (their) property 
otherwise than on just terms”. 

The World Health Organiza¬ 
tion welcomed the decision and 
hoped it would have a "domino 
effect” in other countries. 

Britain, Canada and New 
Zealand are mulling similar 
measures, and Roxon said 
China, South Africa and the 
European Union were also 
following the Australian case 
with interest.

Menstruation: Preparing your 
preteen for her period 

Wonder how to introduce the subject of menstruation? 
What to tell your daughter about periods? How to ease 
her anxiety? Here f s help covering the bases. 

-Talk early and often 

If your daughter asks ques¬ 
tions about menstmation, 
answer them openly and 
honestly. Provide as many 
details as you think she 
needs at the time. 

*What is menstruation? 

Menstruation means a girl’s 
body is physically capable 
of becoming pregnant. 

*Does it hurt? Many girls 
have cramps, typically in the lower abdomen, when their pe¬ 
riods begin. 

*When will it happen? No one can tell exactly when a girl 
will get her first period. Typically, however, girls begin men¬ 
struating about two years after their breasts begin to develop 
*What should I do? Explain how to use sanitary pads or 
tampons. Many girls are more comfortable starting with pads, 
but it’s OK to use tampons right away. Remind your daughter 
that it may take some practice to get used to inserting tam¬ 
pons. 

*What if I T m at school? Encourage your daughter to carry a 
few pads or tampons in her backpack or purse, just in case. 
*Will everyone know that I have my period? Assure your 
daughter that pads and tampons aren't visible through cloth¬ 
ing. 

*What if blood leaks onto my pants? Offer your daughter 
practical suggestions for covering up stains until she's able 
to change clothes, such as tying a sweatshirt around her waist. 
You might also encourage your daughter to wear dark pants 
or shorts when she has her period, just in case.

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French Shipwreck La Belle To 
Be Freeze-Dried, Rebuilt 



TEXAS -More than three 
centuries ago, a French ex¬ 
plorer's ship sank in the Gulf 
of Mexico, taking with it 
France's hopes of colonizing 
a vast piece of the New 
World - modern-day Texas. 

Now Researchers at Texas 
A&M University are sailing 
into uncharted waters as they 
seek to reconstruct a 17th 
century ship with help from a 
gigantic freeze-dryer. 

By placing the ship in a 
constant environment of up 
to 60 degrees below zero, 
more than 300 years of mois¬ 


ture will be safely removed 
from hundreds of European 
oak and pine timbers and 
planks. 

Researchers will then re¬ 
build the 54 1/2-foot vessel, 
which will become the cen¬ 
trepiece of the Bob Bullock 
Texas State History Museum 
in Austin. 

The supply ship was built 
in 1684 and sank two years 
later in a storm on Matagorda 
Bay, about midway between 
Galveston and Corpus 
Christi.

New Zealand mulls new cyber-bullying 
crime 



WEELINGTON (AFP) - New 
Zealand said it was considering 
making cyber-bullying a crim¬ 
inal offence,amid concerns that 
existing laws offer inadequate 
protection from online harass¬ 
ment. 

A Law Commission report 
said adolescents were particu¬ 
larly vulnerable to cyber-bully¬ 
ing, which could lead to 
depression, self-harm and sui¬ 
cide among victims. 

The report's author, legal ac¬ 


ademic John Burrows, said ex¬ 
isting laws had failed to keep 
pace with developments in so¬ 
cial media and police were 
dealing with increasing num¬ 
bers of complaints about online 
threats and harassment. 

Research commissioned for 
the report found 10 percent of 
New Zealanders had experi¬ 
enced issues such as cyber-bul¬ 
lying and invasion of privacy 
online, rising to 22 percent 
among 18-29 year olds. 


Burrows recommended the 
creation of a new crime specif¬ 
ically aimed at cyber-bullying, 
making it illegal to post grossly 
offensive, obscene or threaten¬ 
ing content that was aimed at 
causing emotional harm. 

The proposed offence would 
carry a maximum penalty of 
three months in prison. 

He said Britain had intro¬ 
duced a similar offence, which 
resulted in a four month jail 
term last year for a man who 
posted abusive content on a 
Facebook memorial page for a 
teenage girl who committed 
suicide. 

He also called for establish¬ 
ment of a specialised online 
communications tribunal, with 
the power to issue "takedown 
notices" ordering the immediate 
removal of offensive content. 

Justice Minister Judith 
Collins welcomed the 160- 
page report and said the gov¬ 
ernment would consider its 
recommendations as a priority.

CARACAS (AFP) 
Venezuelan oil sales to China 
have jumped by 60 percent 
since the start of the year, the 
country's oil minister said in 
an interview published yes¬ 
terday.

Last March, Venezuelan au¬ 
thorities reported reserves had 
increased to 297,570 million.

US consumer prices flat 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
consumer prices were un¬ 
changed in July, official data 
showed yesterday, indicating 
no immediate risk of inflation 
as the Federal Reserve consid¬ 
ers more stimulus for the econ¬ 
omy. 

The Labor Department re¬ 
ported that the cost of living 
was unchanged last month and 
had increased just 1.4 percent 
in the last 12 months. 

That is much lower than the 
Federal Reserve's semi-official 
inflation target of 2.0 percent, 
which is considered the sign of 
a healthy economy. 


Yesterday's figures will 
give further ammunition to 
those arguing for more meas¬ 
ures to juice the US economy. 

Critics of further stimulus 
have repeatedly warned that 
pumping cash into the econ¬ 
omy risks stoking inflation. 

"There is literally no evi¬ 
dence of inflation anywhere in 
this report,” said Dean Baker 
of the Center for Economic 
and Policy Research. 

"Clearly the Fed has no rea¬ 
son to be concerned about in¬ 
flation exceeding its 2.0 
percent target any time soon.” 


Standard Chartered eyes joint deal 
after backing down in U.S. 

LONDON - Standard Chartered is pursuing a collective set¬ 
tlement with other U.S. authorities after backing down and 
agreeing to pay $340 million to New York's financial regula¬ 
tor following mounting pressure from shareholders. The 
bank said it made a "pragmatic decision" to settle having 
seen its share price slump by more than 30 percent at one 
stage last week following accusations that it concealed Iran- 
linked transactions worth a total of $250 billion.

"She has turned me into a 
model man but not a prig, she 
is a wildly exciting lover-mis¬ 
tress, she is shy and witty, she 
is nobody’s fool," he said of 
Taylor in extracts published on 
Tuesday. 

"She is a brilliant actress... 
she can be arrogant and wilful, 
she is clement and loving. 

"She is Sunday's child, she 
can tolerate my impossibilities 
and my drunkenness, she is an 
ache in the stomach when I am 
away from her and she loves 
me. And I shall love her for 
ever." 

In another entry from No¬ 
vember 1968 he describes Tay¬ 
lor as "beautiful beyond the 
dreams of pornography". 

The couple met on the set of 
Cleopatra in 1961 but their re¬ 
lationship finally broke down 
with their second divorce in 
1976. 

The diaries have been edited 
by Swansea University profes¬ 
sor Christopher Williams, who 
was given the diaries by Bur¬ 
ton's widow, Sally. 


"The words reveal some¬ 
body who is reflective and 
thoughtful and someone who 
engaged intellectually with the 
world around him," said 
Williams.

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Taiwan museum fined for 
stopping breastfeeding mum 


TAIPEI (AFP) - A top Tai¬ 
wanese museum has been 
fined for preventing a woman 
from breastfeeding, the first 
such case since a law was en¬ 
acted to protect the right to 
breastfeed in public, authori¬ 
ties said yesterday. 

The director and an em¬ 
ployee of the National Palace 
Museum were each fined 
Tw$6,000 ($200) for violating 
the public breastfeeding law 
passed in 2010, said the Taipei 
city health department. 

The incident came to light 
after the woman complained 
that a museum worker asked 


her to leave and told her it 
"looked very unsightly" when 
she breastfed her son outside 
an exhibition room last month. 

The museum, internation¬ 
ally renowned for its vast col¬ 
lection of ancient Chinese 
artwork, said it would appeal 
against the fine and that its em¬ 
ployee was only informing the 
woman that the museum had a 
special breastfeeding room. 

Taiwan's government has 
been promoting breastfeeding 
and vowed to ensure a better 
environment for mothers to 
nurse their babies after similar 
incidents in recent years. 


Paolo Gabriele: troubled 
butler who betrayed the 
pope 



VATICAN CITY (AFP) - The 
pope's former butler Paolo 
Gabriele, who will stand trial 
for leaking confidential pa¬ 
pers, was a model employee in 
many ways but also a troubled 
and frustrated character, the 
Holy See says. 

Renowned as a trusted and 
dedicated companion to the 
aged pontiff, Gabriele, 46, 
shocked the tiny Vatican com¬ 
munity with his admission of 
guilt and left many wondering 
why he decided to turn 
whistleblower and risk his 
freedom. 

Questions remain over 
whether Gabriele was acting 
out of love for the Church and 
the pope, as he has claimed, or 
whether he has become the 
scapegoat in a wider conspir¬ 
acy to unseat powerful figures 
in the Vatican. 

"I was moved to act by my 
deep faith and the desire to shed 
light on everything that goes on 
in the Church," Gabriele told a 
Vatican magistrate. 

Married with three children, 
he was known as a pious and 
very discreet character, who 
was one of the select few who 
had access to Pope Benedict 
XVI's private chambers and at¬ 
tended him both when he 
woke and last thing at night. 

Known as Paoletto, he had 
worked for Benedict since 
2006 and was often seen by 
the pope's side on foreign trips, 


riding with him in the "pope- 
mobile". 

It was Gabriele's job to pre¬ 
pare the pontifical ceremonial 
robes, which he helped the 85- 
year-old German pontiff don 
each morning at dawn, before 
serving him lunch and dinner, 
and sometimes sitting down to 
eat alongside him. 

When he was arrested at the 
end of May, a high-ranking 
Vatican official who had been 
the butler's confessor and 
knew him well told a newspa¬ 
per that "Gabriele loves the 
pope so much that he would 
never betray him." 

While he admitted leaking 
the documents, Gabriele told 
Vatican prosecutor Nicola Pi- 
cardi he had done so "because 
the Holy Father was not cor¬ 
rectly informed" about affairs 
at the heart of the powerful 
Catholic Church. 

Many of the papers shed 
light on Vatican secrets, in¬ 
cluding the Church's tax prob¬ 
lems, child sex scandals, 
negotiations with religious 
rebels and other murky affairs 
which Gabriele felt compelled 
to bring to the pope's attention. 

There is a suspicion that 
Gabriele acted sincerely but 
was then manipulated as part 
of a plot within the secretive 
Vatican administration aimed 
at toppling the Vatican's num¬ 
ber two, Cardinal Tarciso 
Bertone, from power.

The two sides finished 39 
and 30 points ahead of third- 
placed Valencia last season 
and with no challengers hav¬ 
ing significantly strengthened, 
the battle at the top is likely to 
have a familiar look to it. 

Champions Real Madrid 
will begin with almost the 
same squad that ended 
Barcelona’s run of three con¬ 
secutive titles last term.

Paris Saint-Germain, while 
Raul Albiol, Alvaro Arbeloa 
and Angel Di Maria have all 
signed extensions to their con¬ 
tracts. 

Mourinho's efforts to 
strengthen a squad that accu¬ 
mulated 100 points, while los¬ 
ing only two games, appear to 
be focused solely on the cap¬ 
ture of Croatian playmaker 
Luka Modric from Tottenham. 

Negotiations have continued 
all summer, but Madrid presi¬ 
dent Florentino Perez is well- 
known for his patience and the 
deal may only be struck to¬ 
wards the closure of the trans¬ 
fer window on August 31. 

Their Catalan rivals fin¬ 
ished nine points adrift last 
season and the team will have 
a brand new look as Tito Vi- 
lanova replaces Pep Guardiola 
as coach after four glittering 
years at the Camp Nou. 

The only addition so far to 
their squad is the return of full¬ 
back Jordi Alba from Valencia 
for a fee of 14 million euros. 

The return of David Villa 
after eight months out with a 


broken tibia will be like a new 
signing for a Barca side that 
relied heavily on Lionel 
Messi's 50 league goals in his 
absence. 

Valencia start the new term 
with former defender Mauricio 
Pellegrino taking over as 
coach from Unai Emery, who 
has left the club to take over at 
Spartak Moscow after a trio of 
third-place finishes in four 
years. 


New signings include for¬ 
mer Real Madrid central mid¬ 
fielder Fernando Gago and 
Mexican winger Andres 
Guardado from Deportivo La 
Coruna. 

Centre-forward Roberto 
Soldado will again lead the 
line after finishing last season 
as the top Spanish-born player 
with 17 goals. 

Malaga fans have abruptly 
stopped celebrating their club's 
first ever qualification for the 
Champions League after a 
fourth place finish. 

Star players Santi Cazorla 
and Salomon Rondon have left 
for Arsenal and Rubin Kazan 
respectively amid the with¬ 
drawal of financial support 
from the club's Arab owners. 

Atletico Madrid have again 
been busy in the transfer mar¬ 
ket as Diego Simeone attempts 


to stamp his style on a side he 
much improved on his return 
to the club as coach in January. 

The Argentine wasted little 
time in signing Cristian Ro¬ 
driguez from Oporto, Cata 
Diaz from Getafe and ex-New¬ 
castle midfielder Emre from 
Fenerbahce while bringing 
back Raul Garcia after a suc¬ 
cessful season on-loan at Os- 
asuna. 

After leading the club to its 
second Europa League title in 
three years, Simeone may have 
done his best bit of business in 
convincing Colombian striker 
Gustavo Falcao that his future 
remains at the Vicente 
Calderon after he notched 24 
goals in his debut season.

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Uganda marathon winner

ing with President Yoweri Mu¬ 
seveni. 

Museveni presented the 
gold-medalist with a cheque 
for around $80,000 and or¬ 
dered the money ”be deposited 
on his account before the close 
of business today,” the presi¬ 
dent’s office said in a state¬ 
ment. 

Uganda’s GDP per capita 
stands at around $500, accord¬ 
ing to the World Bank. 

Museveni also promised to 
construct a three-bedroom 
house for Kiprotich's impover¬ 
ished parents who live in a re¬ 
mote area of eastern Uganda, 
the statement said. 

Meanwhile, the state-run

Djokovic made a scratchy start 
on Wednesday at the ATP- 
WTA Cincinnati Masters as 
the second seed won his open¬ 
ing match 7-6 (7/4), 6-2 over 
Andreas Seppi. 

The three-time finalist and 
world number two behind 
Roger Federer had not even 
had the chance to hit on the 
showcase court after arriving 
in the Midwest from his post- 
Olympic title in Toronto at the 
weekend. 

"It was not a great perform¬ 
ance,” admitted Djokovic, 
who improved to 9-0 over 
Seppi, whom he struggled 
with at Roland Garros in a 
comeback from two sets to 
love down in the fourth round. 
”1 didn't do anything special 
out there. 

Djokovic won in just under 
90 minutes, a contest which 
included a 59-minute opening 
set in which the second seed 
needed four set points to take 
the lead. 

The Serb stepped it up in the 
second as he ran out the win¬ 
ner with 21 winners and 22 
unforced errors. 

Top seed and four-time 


champion Federer was open¬ 
ing later against Alex Bogo¬ 
molov while third seeded and 
Olympic gold medallist Andy 
Murray was playing his first 
match in a week after quitting 
in Montreal and taking on Sam 
Querrey here.
